METHODOLOGY 


I. Table 1; Estimated Population of Worth Vietnam, by Age Group, 1955-61 

Estimates of the total population of North Vietnam and the distribu- 
tion of this population by age groups were prepared by source 9 /• The 
base figure for these estimates is the total population shown by the North 
Vietnamese census of 1 March i960. Rates of growth applied to this base 
were estimated according to demographic conditions reported to have pre- 
vailed in North Vietnam during 1955-61, such as out-migration and health 
conditions. 

II. Table 3: Estimated Civilian Labor Force in North Vietnam, 1955-61 

The total labor force in North Vietnam for each year is the sum of 
the estimates of the agricultural and the nonagricultural labor forces. 

The agricultural and the nonagricultural labor forces in midyear i960 
were derived by adjusting the figures for 1 March i960 (Table 2) to 
30 June i960. Estimates of the agricultural labor force for other 
years were derived on the basis of the assumption that the agricultural 
labor force grew at the same rate as the trend in the number of peasant 
households. 10 / The nonagricultural labor force for each year is the 
sum of the reported number of workers and staff in state enterprise 11/ 
and the estimated number of persons working in handicrafts, private 
trade, native transport, and other occupations outside the state sec- 
tor -- mainly services.

All employment figures for 1955-59 are from source 12/ . The figures 
for i960 are from source 13/ . Total employment and employment in produc- 
tion and distribution in 1961 are based on the officially reported in- 
crease in each category for 1961. l4 / Employment in services in 1961 is 
taken as the residual of total employment minus employment in production 
and distribution.
